OTTAWA, Aug. 14.—(CP)—Out of a secret ocean meet- 


ing between Prime Minister Churchill and President Frank- 
lin D, Roosevelt today came a formal declaration-of war aims |

News of the history-making meeting was released at 
the office of Prime Minister Mackenzie King today. 


It put an end to more than a week of speculation over 

nereabouts of the two world-tamed figures, the one leader 

vf a nation at war, and the other leader of a nation nom- 
inally at peace but giving all possible aid to the’ other. 


Beaverbrook On Way To Washington 


Problems of supplying munitions of war to the forces of 
the nations fighting aggression and of the United States were 
examined at the conference and Lord Beaverbrook, British 
minister of supply, is on his way to Washington for further 
detailed discussions including matters relating to supply for 
Russia. 3 


The eight-point declaration on war aims called for 
“final destruction of the Nazi tyranny,” but made no men- 
tion of the situation in the Far East. 


It held out to the warring nations, including Germany, 
assurance of fair treatment after hostilities end as it called 
for ‘‘a peace which will afford all nations the means of dwell- 
ing in safety within their own boundaries,” 

Mr. King, commenting on the meeting and the joint de- 
claration, said it indicated “complete underatanding and co- 
operation in the prosecution of the war and complete agree- 
ment in the eventual objects of a peace of victory but not of 
vengeance,” 


Neither Seeks Any Aggrandizement 


The two leaders declared Britain and United States 
sought no aggrandizement, would respect the right of all 
peoples to choose the form of government they wished and 
would endeavor to further enjoyment by all states of equal 
access to the trade and raw materials of the world. 


Disarmament of nations which threaten or may 
threaten aggression pending the establishment of a per- 
manent system of general security was declared essential. 


Although the declaration made no direct reference to 
any government other than the ‘Nazi tyranny,” the pre- 
amble said the two leaders considered the dangers to civil- 
ization arising from the policy of domination by conuqest em- 
barked upon by “the Hitlerite government of Germany and 
other governments associated therewith.”

BERLIN, Aug.: 14.—(AP)—The 
first authorized German reaction 
to the war aims statement of 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Mihister Churchill was that the 
whole declatation was a “pfo- 
paganda bluff.” 

“Churchill and Roosevelt are un- 
fortunate in their declaration being 
made at a time when every hour 
brings new reports of impressive 
successes for German arms in the 
Ukraine,” one Nazi spokesman as- 
serted. 

Previously, there had been only 
the brief report of D.N.B., the Ger- 

man pews agency, that the United 
States President and British Prime 
Minister had met and issued their 
joint statement. 

D.N.B. later said Roosevelt “and 
Churchill had agreed on an eight- 
point war aim statement, but it did 
not give the points, It said the high 
spot was “disarmament of the Axis 
powers.” ‘ 

Another objective, the agency told 
German readers, is that after “finai 
destruction of Nazi tyranny” a per- 
manent system of general security 
should be established.

EXPERT DRIVER 

At the wheel of the car was dark, 
handsome Cpl. C. T. Taylor of No.

—United States government lieut- 
enants expréised belief today that 
Prime Minister Churchill aad 
President Roosevelt had enunciat- 
ed noble principles which would 
be well received in al] anti-Axties 
quarters. 

Rep. Paul Shaner (Rep.-Mieh- 
igan), an opponent of administra- 
tion foreign policy, said it sounded 
“like the same old sales talk.” 

One highly placed Republican, 
Senator Warren R. Austin (Rep.- 
Vermont), assistant minority leader, 
on the other hand said the joint 
declaration was “very fine.” He long 
has supported the Democratic ad- 
ministration in its dealing with 
other countries. 


“NOBLE CONCEPTION” 

Some opponents of Roosevelt de- 
clined immediate comment. 

Among those who praised the 
President and the Prime Minister 
was chairman Tom Connally (Dem.- 
Texas), of the senate foreign re- 
lations committee. He said their 
statement embodied “principles of 
noble and lofty conception, with 
which I feel sure the people of the 
Uhited States will agree.” 

Senator Alben Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, Senate Democratic leader, 
added that the declaration “will 
be well received by all peoples 
resisting aggression and will 
create universal interest.”

§—Improved labor standards, 
economic advancement and s0- 
cial security for all. 

@—A peace assuring safety and 
tranquility the world over. 

—Freedom of the seas to all. 

S—Abandonment by all na- 
tions of the use of force and dis- 
armament of aggressive nations 
pending the establishment of 
general security

OTTAWA, Aug. 14—(CP)—Ap- 
pointment of W. J, Lynch, of Que- 
bec as transit controller, with 
“widespread powers over al] forms 
of transportation throughout Can- 
ada,” was announced Wednesday 
night by Munitions Minister Howe. 

Under the order -in-counell 
authorizing his appointment, 
Lynch will have complete control 
over use and operation of trans- 
portation facilities and transport 
companies, and power to establish 
tables or schedules of fares or 
rates to be charge by transport 
companies, How sald in a state- 
ment. ; 

“The new transit controller has 
the authority to issue, re-issue, or 
cancel permits or licenses, and pro- 
hibit, restrict, limit, oy extend the 
parking of vehicles,” the minister 
added. 

“Empowered to stagger working 
hours to relieve transportation con- 
gestion, Mr. Lynch may order any 
employer to arrange or alter the 
hours of employment of employees 
in order to assure that such propor- 
tions as the controller may fix will, 
as far as possible, arrive at, or de- 
part from, their places of employ- 
ment at such times as may be 
directed.”

Raid On Berlin

A ROYAL AIR FORCE STA- 
TION SOMEWHERE IN ENG- 
LAND, Aug. 14—(CP)—Members 
of the first Canadian bomber 
squadron of the Royal Air Force, 
youthful veterans seasoned by re- 
peated raids over Gesman terri- 
tory, participated in Tuesday 
night's heavy attack on Berlin 
and scored direct hits on vital ratl- 
way targets in the centre of the 
city, 

The Canadian airmen braved un- 
favorable weather and intense anti- 
aircraft fire to reach their targets 
in the heart of the Reich where 
they put on what their station of- 
ficers described as a “jolly good 
show.” 

The crews also included a num- 
ber of Britons and some Americans 
trained in Cartada. 


NO LIVES LOST 


No lives were lost. The attack 
was pressed home through clouds 
after a rough journey amid elec- 
trical storms. Several enemy fight- 
efs were sighted but there was no 
opposition from them. 

Members of one crew, which in- 
cluded Sgt. L. E. Dodge, of Fort 
William, said a break in the 
clouds permitted them to observe 
the results of the attack. 

Heavy cloud formations prevent- 
ed other crews from observing whe- 
ther direct hits were scored. 

One of the aircraft was in charge 
of PO. Fleming of Owen Sound, 
Ont., whose mates included Sgt. A, 
B, Leslie, Eburne, B.C. 

Although all the planes flown by 
the Canadians returned safely, there 
were a couple of close escapes. 
Sgt. Pilot G. Masse, of Central Falls, 
R.I., second pilot of one machine, 
and Sgt. W. R. Pullen, Winnipeg, 
rear gunner in the same plane, suf- 
fered superficial leg and foot 
wounds when an anti-aircraft shell 
burst near their plane and frag- 
ments penetrated the aircraft. 

The machine returned to its base 
safely and the pair escaped further 
injury. 

SOUVENIR TO FRAME 

One of the station's youngest air- 
men, Sgt. C. W. Forman of Melita, 
Man., a rear-gunner, displayed the 
branch of a tree which the machine 
clipped before landing in the pre- 
dawn dark. 

Sgt. Pilot A. J. Hassan of Ed- 
monton is going to frame a piece 
of his windscreen which was 

knocked off and dropped in his 
lap. 

The successful raid served as the 
Canadians’ welcome to their new 
commanding officer, Wing Cmdr. R. 
M. Fenwick Wilson of Rock Creek, 
B.C., successor to Wing Cmdr. P. A. 
Gilchrist who has been missing since 
a daylight raid on Brest July 24.

National Park, where they would 
have been put to work repairing 
park roads.

No Hint Given 
Where Meeting 
Of Leaders Held 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—(AP) 
=—The announcement today that 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt held a mo- 


mentous conference at sea gave no 
hint of where in the North At- 
lantic the meeting took place. 

A joint statement from the two 
said “several conferences” were 
held indicating Mr. Churchill] and 
Mr. Roosevelt may have been to- 
gether several days. From Saturday 
until this morning there was no 
published word from the President's 
party which sailed from New Lon- 
don, Conn., on the U.S.S, Potomac 
Aug. 3. 

The statement said Lord Beaver- 
brook, British minister of supply, 
and high ranking officials of mili- 
tary, naval and air forces of the 
two countries also were present, The 
latter group presumably included 
Gen. George C. Marshall, United 
States army chief of staff; and 
Major-Genera] H. H. Arnold, chief 
of United States army air forces, 

Harry L. Hopkins, U.S. lease-lend 
administrator, was not mentioned 
specifically but there was reason to 
believe that he, too, was present, 
probably accompanied by his prin- 
cipal aide, Maj.-Gen. James H. 
Burns, 

How Mr. Churchill and his aides 
went to the meeting as well as the 
place of the meeting, were kept 
secret in London.

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Relationship 
Of Churchill, 
F.D.R. Is Close

Prime Minister Churchill and 

President Roosevelt had been 
“winston” and “Franklin” te each 
other since January. 

This close relationship was estab- 
lished in trans-Atlantic telephone 
conversations shortly after the first 
trip to London of Harry Hopkins 
on a month’s visit as the president's 
personal representative. 

On Feb, 9, the night before Mr, 
Hopkins left England, Mr. Churchill 
made his appeal to the United States 
to “give up the tools and we will 
finish the job.” 

RENEWS APPEAL APRIL 9 

The appeal was renewed in a 
speech to the House of Commons on 
April 9, when he asked for “gigantic 
building of merchant ships” in the 
United States, 

Before the end of the same month 
he hailed the “tremendous decision” 
of the United States to patrol the 
western Atlantic and declared: 

“The eventual and total defeat 
of Hitler and Mussolini is certain 
in view of the respective and de- 
clared resolves of the British and 

American democracies.” 

Mr. Churchill has been on the go 
since he took office May 5, 1940, 
and warned the Empire that he 
had “nothing to offer but blood, 
toil, tears and sweat.” - 

With a cigar gripped between his 
teeth and a John Bull hat stuck 
jauntily on his head, Mr. Churchill 
has made hundreds of trips 
through wartime Britain. He has 
gone to army posts, eirplane fac- 
tories, beach defence works and 
naval bases throughout the King- 
dom—his cocky walk and growling, 
defiant voice a demonstration to 
cheering crowds that Britain is still 
in the fight. - 

WORKS LONG HOURS 

Between trips Mr. Churchill 
works 12 to 14 hours a day, keeping 
10 secretaries busy. 

For the last fortnight Mr, 
Churchill has dropped from sight, 
but not out of the news—since he 
made it known that he would not 
participate in last week's closing 
war progress debate in the House 
of Commons. Clement Attlee, on 
Aug. 6, served as his deputy in the 
commons. That was when the 
rumors began to fly that the Prime 
Minister was meeting President 
Roosevelt.

Hospital 7 was located, for the 
inscrutable reasons which gov- 
erned many things in the British 
campaign in Greece, in the per- 
ilous no-man’s land between the 
fsland’s two chief strategical ob- 
Jects, that is, on the northern sea- 
shore nine miles from Malemy, 
principal airdrome of western 
Crete, and four miles from Suda 
Bay, where British warships were 
protecting the harbor movements 
of Canea, Grouped around a two- 


story central building with a 40- 
foot Red Cross painted on its 
roof, there were 45 tents, 15 being 
wards for wounded and the rest 
shelters for personnel, the tents 
being unmarked by red crosses. 
So thoroughly and repeatedly was 
hospital 7 bombed after the blitz 
began—the Germans flew over it 
repeatedly during the photographic 
reconnitering trips before the dive- 
bombing of Suda Bay—that Joan 
Stavridi decided it had to be moved. 
She was not only the only nurse 
and chief superintendent of the 
hospital at once; she was the only 
nurse left in western Crete, the New 
Zealand nurses having been evacu- 
ated two days before “it" began. 


CHAIN OF CAVES 

Attired in the brown-trousered 
battle costume which was her pro- 
teetive uniform, and wearing above 
it only her white nurse's cap as 
insignia, she ordered the transfer. 
The only place to go was a chain 
of caves under the shelf-like 
Aegean seashore. 

Hospital 7 lost all its own regular 
doctors a few seconds after the 
blitz struck. They had been having 
@ swim off the beach. They were 
machine-gunned to death in the 
water by a passing plane. They 
were replaced, but there was never 
anyone to replace or relieve Joan 
Stavridi. 

When the first 800 German par- 
achutists came down upon Mal- 
emy they were wiped out by Aus- 
tralian sharpshooters. “I've just 
spent an hour of the best duck- 
shooting I ever had,” said one of 
the Australians, This was before 
the bembing of hospital 7 began. 
The wounded Germans were 
placed in the tents beside the 
wounded Imperials, 

Many parachutists had broken 
thighs from being dropped too close 
to the ground. None seemed more 
than 20 years old. They had ner- 

vous, glassy eyes; their glances 
were wild and ,unseeing, and they 
could not talk clearly. They re- 
mained in that condition for two 
hours. Then they all had simultan- 
eous seizures like patients emerg- 
ing from a drug. The Australians 
claimed to have found chocolates 
with a peculiar taste in their equip- 
ment. 
HEAVY BOMBING 

Then came the heavy bombing of 
hospital 7. “They may have thought 
we were an army camp with a hos- 
pital in the middle,” said Joan 
Stavridi, “but they had photo- 
graphed us so many times | didn't 
she how they could have failed to 
know that we were undefended and 
had wounded.” When the bombing 
broke loose, she was in the second 
story of the hospital building. “I 
could look out the window and see 
the planes strafing after they had 
bombed, and they seemed lower 
then the second story.” 

For 2% hours of the intensest 
reid she lay in a slit trench beside 
an Irish Catholic priest with her 
tin helmet over her eyes. It was 
impossible to move the patients 
until night, when darkness fell, but 
they began carrying them, bembed 
Britons and bombed Germans, 
down to their cave hospitals. 


&© SAILORS WOUNDED 

The next day the Stukas and 
Dorniers started to work upon the 
warships in Suda Bay. It required 
almost two days of dive-bombing to 
reduce the cruiser York to help- 
lessness, but on the first day 50 
sailors Were wounded by a single 
hit. Hospital 7 now, had bluejackets 
as well as Australians, New Zea- 
landers and Germans: 

Then the Germans came hard at 
Malemy again, having lost the in- 
tervening sea battle when about 50 
small Greek schooners were sunk, 


’ The luftwatfe pilots pancaked down 


~ 


the big slow Junkers-52's wherever 
they found an opening. This time, 


‘having bombed the anti-aircraft 


thoroughly beforehand, they got a 
force on the ground. They moved 
fast along the shore, and soon cap- 
tured hospital 7. They sent back 
toward Malemy all the British and 
Germans able to walk. That lasted 
\8 couple of hours. 

Then the Australians attacked 
along the road and wen back hos- 
pital 7. The Germans fell back 
toward Malemy. Joan Stavridi 
had more wounded of both sides 
for the new vacant cots left by 
those whom the Germans had 
been able te ferce to walk. 

| “By this time we had pretty well 

broken all the rules of war for both 
sides,” says Joan Stavridi. “I don't 
think either the British or the Ger- 
man hospital manuals approve of 
a nurse trying to operate a hospi- 
tal permanently in advance of the 
front line. Do they?” 

Once the Maoris made a surprise 
attack on Malemy with fixed bay- 
onets, and when it was over there 
were dark-skinned islanders as 
well as Nazis on the beds. 
HOSPITAL IN CAVES 

Hospital 7, for the last nine days 
of the siege, consisted of five caves 
along a fireswept, tiny shingle of 
beach. It was a 10-minute walk— 
a walk of death—from the western- 
most cave to the easternmost. It 
was always under either German or 
British fire. 

Hospital 7 was badly in need of 
food and there was no way to get 
it from Canea. Then a bright New 
Zeaiander took a captured Nazi 
battle flag and spread it out upon 
the ground for the luftwaffe to see. 
Then food began to parachute 
down in abundance. 


SUPPLIES DESTROYED 

After the Nazis took Malemy 
things got really difficult for hospi- 
tal 7, Almost all the hospital sup- 
plies had been destroyed in the 
first bombing. Although by some 
miracle there were no deaths, there 
was only a single vial of morphine 
for hundreds of cases of screaming 
pain, When the parachutists began 
calling for anaesthesia, Joan Stav- 
ridi held up her two hands and said: 

“This is all I have left now to 
quiet your pain.” 

The British, although dive- 
bombed by clouds of Stukas, re- 
fused to take the fleet out of Suda 
Bay ag long as Malemy could be 
bombarded from there and there 
wae a big battleship gun to do it. 
All day and moat of the night a 
continuous yowling archway of 
shells passed over hospital 7, big 
14-inchers that landed among the 
encamped parachutists. Once 
again they started for Canea and 
took back hospital 7. 

But that did not end activities 
in the no-man’s-land around the 
hospital. The Australians had, 
meantime, occupied a height be- 
hind Joan Stavridi’s hospital. a 
place called Galata. From there 
they commanded the road, both 
ways, to Malemy and Canea, and 
were able to enfilade with machine. 
gun fire the German advance. 


HAD TO FIND A WAY 

Nobody in the cave hospital by 
the beach dared to raise nis head 
above the shelf of rocks. But Joan 
Stavridi had to find a way to get 
operations done, because wounded 
were still being brought in by 
scurrying stretcher bearers. Final- 
ly, she spread the last sheets of 
hospita} 7 upon a sleb of rock out- 
side the cave mouth and kept on 
saving, and sometimes Josing, the 
lives of the patients. 

When bombs began to fa!) again 
on the beach and In the sea, Joan 
décided that the cave hoppitel hed 
to be better marked than the tent 
hospita} had been. She decided to 
put up more red crosses. A dering 
messenger stole up by night to the 
abandoned hospital building. sawed 
the unpainted red copper screening 
out of the windows and brought 
them back to the cave. That night 
all the international patients sat up 
together by the light of hurricane 
lamps, forgetting their pain in help- 
ing Joan Stavridi sew red crosses 
onto the sheeting. 

WENT FOR WATER 

The wounded continually asked 
for more water, but the ..earest 
spring was 10 minutes away. Joan 
asked the Germans whether they 
would ellow her to send for the 
water, "Yes, if you can find two 
orderlies willing to go.” Two Bris

OTTAWA, Aug. 14—(CP)—Text 
of the statement issued from the 
Cftice of Prime Minister Mac- 
kensie King today or the meeting 
between Prime Minister Church- 
{ll and President Roosevelt and 
the joint British-American declar- 
ation follows: 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
announces that the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain and the President 
of the United States have agreed 
to a joint declaration to be issued 
on Thursday, the 14th of August, 
with respect to their recent meet- 
ing at sea. The following is the 
text of the statement which is be- 
ing released simultaneously in the 
United Kingdom and in the United 
States: 


EXAMINE LEASE-LEND AID 

The President of the United States 
and the Prime Minister, Mr. Church- 
ill, representing His Majesty's gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom, 
have met at sea. They have been 
accompanied by officials of their 
governments, including high rank- 
ing officers of their military, naval 
and air services. The whole prob- 
lem of supply of munitions of war, 
as provided by the Lease-Lend act, 
for the armed forces of the United 
States and for those of countries en- 
gaged in resisting aggression has 
been further examined, 

Lord Beaverbrook, the minister 
of supply of the British govern- 
ment, has joined in these confer- 
ences, He is going to prroceed to 
Washington to discuss further de- 
tails with the officials of the 
United States government. These 
conferences will alse cover the 
supply problem of the Soviet 
Union, 

The President and the Prime Min- 
ister have had several conferences. 
They have considered the dangers 
to the world civilization arising 
from the policy of military domin- 
ation by conquest upon which the 
Hitlerite government of Germany 
and other governments associated 
therewith have embarked, and have 
made clear, steps which their coun- 
tries are respectively taking for 
their safety in facing these dangers. 
JOINT DECLARATION 

They have agreed upon the fol- 
lowing joint declaration: 

The President of the United 
States and the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Churchill, representing His Maj- 
esty's government in the United 
Kingdom, being met together, deem 
it right to make known that certain 
common principles in national pol- 
iciegs of their respective countries 
on which they base their hope for a 
better future for the world. 

First--Their countries seek no ag- 
grandizement, territorial or other, 

Second—They desire to see no 
territorial changes that do not ac- 
cord with the freely expressed 
wishes of the peoples concerned. 

Third—They respect the right 
of all peoples to choose the form 
of government under which they 
will live; and they wish to see 
sovereign rights and self-govern- 
ment restored to those who have 
been forcibly deprived of them. 

Fourth—They will endeavor, with 
due respect for their existing obli- 
gations, to further the enjoyment by

Seventh—Such “a peace should 
enable all men to traverse the high 
seas and oceans without hindrance 

Eighth—They believe that all the 
nations of the world, for realistic 
as well as spiritual reasons, must 
come to the abandonment of the 
use of force, Since no future peace 
can be maintained if land, sea or 
air armament continue to be em- 
ployed by nations which threaten, 
or may threaten, aggression out- 
Side their frontiers, they believe, 
pending the establishment of a 
wider and permanent system of 
general security, that disarmament 
of such nations is essential. They 
will likewise aid and encourage all 
other practicable measures which 


will lighten for peace - loving 
peoples, the crushing burden of 
armament.

What Is An Armament Factory? 


In pre-war years the “armament 
factory” was a favorite target of those 
who believed and hoped that war could 
be avoided by unpreparedness. 
measured condemnation met every pro- 
posal that establishments for the pro- 
duction of war supplies should be 
created in Canada. No Canadian money 
should be put into enterprises of that 
kind, and no British or other outside 
concern should be allowed to build 
“Krupp” works in this Dominion.

When Germany dominated ll 
Europe and Britain was only a little 
island far away in the West, these 
neutrals bent readily if unwillingly to 
Germany's demands, feeling that Brit- 
ish offers of assistance could not be 
implemented adequately enough in 
point of time or volume. 

It may be another story now with 


Russia in the war and standing like a | 


vast, sinister question mark at the very 
elbows of those who otherwise might 
succumb to German exhortation. 

With the might of Russian counter- 
acting the might of Hitler, these little 
nations will have an opportunity to 
make an unfettered choice. 

It is their opporuunity to say what 
they really think of the Nazi Reich and 
its rulers.

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Logical Thinking Has Always Been ‘The Curse Of France 


Political Pattern Makers Like « 


Petain Have Frequently 
Wrecked Country 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

It used to be said that the French were 
a highly emotional people. 

Then the cognoscenti switched the 
story around and made it appear that the 
French were the most logical people on 
earth. 

Both tales are right and both are 
wrong. The truth is something like this: 

The French masses 
are fundamentally emo- 
tional, But, distrusting 
their emotions, they fol- 
low only logical leaders. 
Thus, a sort of synthetic 
logic is one of the pre- 
requisites of French lead- 
ership. 

The French demand 
that their leaders ration- 
alize French feelings. 
Ene. sagiey ogy 

nows why, that the first 
duty of those. they set Harelé L. Weir 
over them is to work out a formula that 
will justify in reason those things which 
they are driven to do by sentiment. 

Very frequently, most frequently, in 
fact, the formulae adduced by logical 
French leadership do not express French 
mass feelings. When that happens, leaders 
lose popular prestige and fall. The fre- 
quency of French political changes 4s due 
almost entirely to the failure of politicians 
to correctly formulate, according to the 
Tules of logic, the sentiments of the people 
which ate founded in emotion. 

Thus the legend of French logicality is 
the basis of French political instability. 

Paradoxically, the emotions of the 
masses are always infinitely more true 
than the logic of the leadérs. 

Out of these reflections may be glean- 
ed the reasons for Marsha] Petain’s cur- 
rent treachery. On this foundation can be 
built the explanation of why Petain is so 
overwhelmingly false and the French 
people are so overwhelmingly loyal. 

It is a phenomenon that has never been 
erp: ad anywhere in the world at any 
ime. . 


Making a Pattern 


The abiding French political obsession, 
as I have said, is that a logical pattern 
must be cut. out to rationalize every 
national @mergency and every national 
sentiment. 

The French have a passion -for political 
blue-prints. If they became the victims 
of an epidemic of measles, they would 
want to appoint a minister of measles to 
lay down a formal measles policy and 
direct the course of the disease along 
planned and logical lines. 

It was in following out this obsession 
that Petain fell into gross error and finally 
into hideous treachery. 

Petain endeavored to deal with a prone 
and desperate France, after the surrender 
to Germany, on the basis of logic. 

Now logic is the very last thing that 


.Should have been applied to the case of 


France because logic, in its very nature, 
has to do with conditions as they are and 
definitely not as they might or should be. 

Logic deals with inert facts. It deals 
with facts that are inherently unchange- 
able.

And the 
great curse of realism is its logic. Realism 
accepts things as they are. It refuses to

science, it might better have been a biolo-

Petain’s Mistake 
This was Petain’s fatal mistake as a 
military “logician:

Instead of saying, “How can we change 
these intolerable conditions?” he said,

As an earnest disciple of the status 

uo, he recoiled with horror from the 
thought and task of changing the condi- 
tions. His idea always was to contort the 
genius of France into an agonized shape 
that would fit the conditions. 

In accepting the idea of a New ag 
Petain had to find a way to get along with 
the Nazis who, he thought, would domi- 
nate the New Europe. 

He only saw one way of doing it. And 
that was to become a Nazi himself. 

So Petain became a Nazi, not because 
he believed in Naziism, but because his 
batren little stultified brain could find no 
other way of keeping the situation neat 
arid tidy and logical, after the manner of 
that multitude of sterile political marion- 
ettes who have paraded in and out of the 
Quaj d’Orsay with fruitless monotony for 
the past 50 years, f 

Truly, the worst stroke of business 
France ever did for herself was to invent 
the Goddess of Reason. For that unhappy 


country has never had one real Ape 
ment since imagination and spaciousness 
were driven out of her political structure 
and logic walked stiff-legged in to take 
their place. 

Revolt Inevitable 


There is eternal conflict between the 
people of France and their leaders because 
the fine imaginative qualities of the French 
nation are frozen and fixed by the tradi- 
tional mincing logic of French politics. 

This conflict has come to a horrible 
climax with the announcement that 
France, hereafter, will be a Nazi state. 

There is infinitely more difference of 
Opinion today between the forty million 
people of France and the Vichy admin- 
istration than there was in the eighteenth 
century between the French people and 
the Monarchy, 

At that time, of course, the French 
masses were led astray by another set of 
logicians, dull demagogues like Marat and 
Danton and Robespierre whose authority 
was derived from the frightful logic of 
the guillotine, ¢ 

If the Monarchy perished in that mis- 
understanding, what far more dreadful

is in store for those treasonable 
puppets of Vichy who have raped. the very 

ius of France by declaring, in grisly 
formality, that hope is dead, that change 
is unthinkable and that the upward evolu- 
tion of humanity has been halted at the 
behest of a grubby little paperhanger 
whose defiance of God and the natural law 
has not yet been punished?

I have no option but to conform to this 
order, although legally it is a violation of 
The Hague Convention and, in fact, 
nothing justifies such a decision against 
me. 

I feel that I have loyally and usefully 
accomplished the multiple duties, often so 
hard, which befall to the chiefs of towns 
and communities occupied by the enemy. 

I have been given the offer to remain 
in office, but under circumstances such 
that they would have implied my partici- 
pation in the execution of the Decrees of 
April 16 and May 26, 1941. 

Had I accepted, it meant giving up my 
honor and my duty; it meant disobedience 
to the fundamental laws of our country, 
the laws to which I have sworn fidelity; 
I refused. 

Contrary to what is being said, I have 
not left my post and I have not resigned. 
I am, I remain, I will remain the only 
legitimate burgomaster of Brussels. 

I am not bidding you adieu, but au 
revoir. 

In taking leave from you temporarily, 
I ask you to bear your material and moral 
hardships with calm, courage and con- 
fidence. 

You will face fate with a strong soul 
and a proud heart, 

Those who really belong to our race 
fear nothing nor anybody in this world. 
They have but one fear: to fail to their 
duty and to their honor.

U.S. Soldiers Pushed Around 


Uniform Discriminated Against + 


in Restaurants and Even on 
Railway Trains 
By HENRY McLEMORE 

WASHINGTON.—Out of a clear sky 
and, I hope, a head to match, I would like 
to suggest today that the uniform of the 
American soldier be radically changed. 

From talks I have had with enlisted 
men, and from the letters they have writ- 
ten me from camps all over the country, 
I am convinced they would be happier in 
an ensemble other than 
the one provided at pre- 
sent by Uncle Sam's 
tailors. 

It is not that the so)- 
diers themselves have 
anything against the 
khaki get-up chosen by 
the military stylists. 
They rather like it, as a 
matter of fact. But they 
feel, and very definitely, 
that the civilian popula- 
tion of the United States 
doesn't favor it. They 


H. McLemore 
will tell you that any man wearing same 
| is likely to get something other than a 
fair shake when dealing with the non- 
military citizens, The tenor of the com- 
plaints is all the same. 

“Give us uniforms that do not 


identify us as soldiers,” they say and 
write, “and we will never have any 
trouble when we are away from our 
camps. Put us in overalls or dinner jackets 
or anything but khaki, and we are accept- 
ed as nice guys. But the sight of khaki 
seems to have the same effect on citizens 
that red does on a bull, and the result is 
we get shoved and pushed around. And 
we're getting pretty sore about it.” 


Discrimination 

From Fort Custer a private, who asked 
that his name be withheld, wrote that he 
had trouble riding in comfort on trains 
when he was in uniform, 

“The railroad men try to herd us back 
into the worst coaches,” he said, “and I 
don't know whether this is because we 
get a cut-rate when travelling, or because 
we wesr the uniform of our country. They 
even asked me, when I was getting on the 
train, and in civilian clothes, if I were a 
soldier. Having had a previous run-in 
with them, I said that I wasn’t, So they 
let me sit in a first-class, air-conditioned 


| Coach, but two men in uniform were or- 


dered out of the coach and driven to the 
rear of the train. The two soldiers were 
completely sober and were behaving 
themselves as quietly as any of the other 
passengers, but they had to get out.” 


| 


Since I got that letter I have asked 
fifteen or twenty soldiers if they ever had 
a similar experience, and half of them said 
“yes” that they had, that they had been 
asked to take the poorest accommodations 
on the train, but that they had told the 
trainmen to hel] with it and refused to 


move. 
Khaki Disliked 

The wearing of khaki gets the boys 
tossed about in restaurants and night 
clubs, too. Pin stripes and blue serges are 
welcome, but the old khaki is likely to 
find the place filled, with no tables avail- 
able for a month or two. You see, the 
U.S. army summer uniform has no coat, 
and in this great democracy not even the 
presence of a national emergency is 
envugh to justify a man going to the din- 
ner table without his coat. Even the fact 
that he doesn't have a coat doesn’t make 
any difference. 

Not one, but twenty-five soldiers have 
told me that they have been refused ad- 
mittance to restaurants because they 
didn't have a coat. 

So you see Why I think the uniform 
should be changed. The civilians must 
be pleased. They are in the majority, to 
begin with, and after all, why should any 
special privileges be granted to men who 
have placed nothing more important than 
their lives at the disposal of their country? 


Patriotic Snobs 


If the civilans would like soldiers bet- 
ter in some other garb, let us by all means 
change the uniform. Why not an army 
that had white tie, tail coat, and top hat 
for a uniform? This dress would be a bit 
awkward in battle perhaps but it would 
make its wearers more socially acceptable, 
and heaven knows we mustn't offend any 
of the good, patriotic snobs in this country. 
As it is now, it is pretty tough on the 
civilian, who is trying to enjoy his new- 
found defence program wealth, to be 
asked to sit side by side with a man in a 
rough uniform, who has nothing to his 
credit save a willingness to get in there 
and get shot for his country if necessary. 

Can you imagine the embarrassment of 
a fellow who is cieaning up on defence 
‘orders who has to share the same room 
with a soldier who doesn't even have a 
coat on? My heart bleeds for such a man. 

There is no doubt about it, the War 
Department should take immediate steps 
to change the uniform of the soldier so

. Blushing Cheek 


The Globe and Mail's chosen pose of 
the bleeding heart and blushing cheek in 
the face of sharp barbs of untruth loosed 
at Canada in U.S.A. turns out to be the 
phoniest role in public play-acting since 
Adolf set himself up as a great lover of 
peace. It goes on to say in the same article 
that Canada has fallen short because there 
is not much news in complacency, political 
timorousness, party politics and half-way 
measures. And so on. Maybe Wheeler 
and Nye and Lindbergh get their material 
about Canada out of the Globe and Mail! 
The Globe and Mail’s inference that these 
things dominate the feelings and aspira- 
tions of the people of Canada in this war, 
is a greater libel upon the “vigor and 
sincerity of the Canadian war effort” than 
anything in the Wheeler-Nye dictionary. 


Parochialism 


But perhaps Messrs. Wheeler and 
Nye consult other Canadian sources for 
their facts about Canada. The chief curse 
of journalism in Toronto, and Ontario in 
general, is parochialism, and the discovery 
that Wheeler and Nye are not above stab- 
bing Canada in the back has come with 
the force of a terrible revelation, Out on 
the prairies they are better known, for 
they built up their careers just across the 
border. They are merely petty politicians 
without scruples about disparaging their 
neighbors to the north if it happens to 
serve their ends, They have been knif- 
ing Canada for year, and nothing that 
Canada can do will make them change 
their ways or learn anything. 

Ontario should understand Wheeler 
and Nye, for all that is needed is to look 
over the crop of Ontario politicians and 
study those whose careers have been 
assisted by holy crusades against the 
United States and American influences. 
Ontario, like other parts of Canada, has a 
supply of this type. 


Complaints of Canada 


How to cut off the limb on which Mr. 
Shapiro has perched himself. He is one 
of the most readable Canadian corre- 
spondents in Washington.

Loose Gossip 

To offset his alarm about No, 1 item, 
Mr. Shapiro should read the letter column 
of Ris own newspaper, especially’ the 
numerous pen-name contributions, for a 
week, The old regulars of the Gazette 
letter column will give him something: to 
worry about. As for John L. Lewis, his 
loose gossip could have come: from the 
editorial page of the Gazette, or any one 
of several other eastern papers. Senator 
Thomas and Senator Pepper will probably 
study up on Canada if they have time, In 
any case, you could floor almost any Cana- 
dian parliamentarian by interrupting him 
and asking him to give comparative facts 
on U.S. policy. That is what happened to 
Thomas and Pepper. So what? If people 
write letters to American newspapers 
saying Canada is charging Britain the last 
nickel in this war, there are still thousands 
of Americans that know this is not so, and 
there will be millions in due course if the 
isolationists keep on that point. 

No Humiliation 

All that Mr. Shapiro proves is that, at 
least, Canada is getting talked about in 
the U.S.A. Every knock is an opportunity 
for the truth to assert itself. Americans 
are like Canadians, and when they get 
into an argument someone tries to find out 
the facts in order to have the last word, 
if for nothing else. Certainly Canada 
needs to have the widest publicity facil- 
ities possible in the U.S.A., but no one 
should expect Canadians to feel humiliated 
because the debaters get their facts wrong. 
That means reviving the ancient in- 
feriority complex of colonial days that 
fortunately has been narrowed to selected 
areas such as the city of Toronto, More- 
over, anyone who thinks Canada can get 
anywhere by tapping people like Wheeler, 
Nye’and John L. Lewis on the shoulder 
and calling them liars, is fantastically 
wrong about the nature of our publicity 
problem. Moreover, it just ain't worth. 
doing.

Czechs Organize 
Best Resistance 
In Own Country 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 14,—(CP)— 
Col. V. Hutnik, head of the 
Crecho-Slovakian miltary and 
alr force recrutting mission to 
Canada, said yesterday in an 
interview that reliable informa- 
tion from his homeland indicated 
Czecho-Slovakia has organized 
the best underground war effort 
against the Nazis that has been 
developed in any of the German- 
occupied countries, 

Col. Hutnik arrived Wednesday 
from Chicago with his wife and two 
other members of the mission, Wing 
Cmdr, Jan Ambrus and Lieut. Rud- 
olf Nekola, and is arranging with 
the Czecho-Slovakian vice-consul 
here to establish a recruiting cen- 
tre for the Manitoba area 

Although Czecho-Slovakians are 
suffering from lack of food, lodging 
and clothing under the German oc- 
cupation, Col. Hutnik said, they 
send word to their new government 
in London that food must not be 
sent to them 

“It would be a crime for any- 
one to consider sending food to 
help the European people suffer- 
ing under German domination,” 
he declared. “It is all taken by 
the Germans. My people never 
see it.” 

Another plea from his people is, 
“Don't drop leaflets, drop bombs,” 
said Col. Hutnik. Many of Ger- 
many's war industries have been 
established in Czecho-Slovakia.

or monthly budget... 1 feel cer-

Intimation that “action should be 
taken in Edmonton and at a very 
early date” to bring this city under 
the provisions of the federal rental 
control board is made in the letter. 


EVICTIONS 

The letter, addressed to Mayor 
John W. Fry and dealt with by Act- 
ing Mayor A. Blair Paterson in his 
absence, states that an extensive 
correspondence has been received 
at the commission's Ottawa office 
and that “our files indicate a serious 
condition of affairs exists in Edmon- 
ton, particularly with reference to 
evictions.” 

Replying te the letter, Mr. 
Paterson. intimates to Mr. Justice 
Martin that it would be most de- 
sirable that he visit Edmonton 
during his trip to the prairies. 
Mr. Justice Martin stated in his 
letter that he would be in the city, 
if possible, about the end of this 
month. 

In his letter to Mayor Fry, the 
commission chairman states that 
“we have a number of cases where 
notice to vacate has been given be- 
cause tenants have complained to 
this office with respect to increases 
in rent. 

“There is no doubt congestion ex- 
ists in Edmonton at the present 
time,” the letter continues, “and 
housing accommodation is at a pre- 
mium.” 


BIDDING FOR HOMES 

“Under the circumstances it is to 
be expected that owners generally 
will take advantage of the situation, 
In many cases tenants will bid 
against each other in order to secure 
premises” 

“As you are ne doubt aware,” 
the letter continues, “the cost of 
living has increased fairly recent- 
ly in a very marked degree and I 
feel certain that at practically 
every point in Canada control of 
rents must be exercised.” 

“Rent constitutes a substantia! 
portion of the working man’s week- 
ly or monthly budget and if per- 
mitted to increase will have a pro- 
nounced effect upon the cost of liv- 
ing, and will help to create the vici- 
ous spiral which took place during 
and after the last war, and whicn 
in the end was of no benefit to any- 
one. 

“If possible at all I may visit Ed- 
monton when I go west toward the 
end of the present month, and if 
I do £0 I will advise you a few days 
in advance. 

“Meanwhile, I can only state that

Farm Groups 


The provincial government this 
year, will give guarantees in 
respect to 12 livestock feeder 
associations which will total more 
than $1,000,000 Acting Premier 
and Provincial Treasurer Solon E. 
Low declared Thursday. The | 
guarantecs are being prepared so | 
that associations soon will be able 
to’ proceed with financing. 

Mr. Low stated that last year the | 
provincial guarantees given to the 
associations totalled $878,638 and at! 
the end of the year's operations, | 
each association had not only paid 
off its obligations, but in addition | 
had shown profit 
OBTAIN ESSENTIAL AID 

Tt was pointed out that the gov- 
ernment guarantee is used by the} 
associations, to obtain essential | 
financial aid with which to carry 
on seasonal operations 

The plan followed is that the 
associations purchase livestock for 
feeding purposes and distribute the 
animals to members under contract 
to carry out feeding operations 
Later these animals are marketed 
through association facilities. The 
maximum government guarantee to 
any individual association is $100.- 
000 and the liability of the province 
in case of loss is restricted to 25 
per cent. Three associations last 
year received financing through 
treasury branches

“The manufacturers say there 
is not likely to be a shortage yntil 
the new year,” one salesworsan 
in charge of a hosiery department 
said. “Rut once our present stocks 
are gone, we will not be able to 
get any more silk stockings.” She 
reported that if sales remained 
normal, the stock would last two 
months. “We have a nice stock,” 
she said, “although not every color 
in every size.” 

Other shops reported their re- 


spective supplies would last trom 


stocks before the freezing of raw 
silk, but are uncertain whether the 
order was completed and shipped 
before the order came into effect. 

Some Edmonton women have 
been buying silk stockings by the 
dozen and half-dosen pairs sl- 
though there has been no actual 
mobbing of hosiery departments. 
Some shops reported atill having 
excellent stocks of crepe hosiery. 
These are also made with silk 
threads. 

Nylon stockings, the hose which 
are expected to replace silk stock- 
ings, are not as yet made in Can- 
ada, and such stock as is allowed 
to come through from the United 
States is not of any great quantity, 
it was stated, Thursday.

property of sea-going males with 
the announcement by Rear Admiral 
Percy W, Nelles. chief of naval stef!, 
that the navy, like the army and the 
air force, is creating its own official 
women's auxiliary unit. 

Though plans are still in the pre- 
liminary stages, Canadian “Wrens” 
(Women's Royal Navy Service) are 
likely to have much in common 
with the sister British organization, 
which traditionally takes seniority 
over army and air. 

In the office of Admiral Nelles 
is to be found complete information 
as to the setup and requirements 
of the British W.R.N.S. These will 
be used as a guide in formulating 
plans, it was stated at headquarters, 
though it was emphasized that 
Canadian needs would necessitate 
adaptions whigh would preclude 
any copying. 

In England women must be Bri- 
tish subjects or daughters of British 
subjects before their applications 
can be accepted, though special 
qualifications may persuade the 
Admiralty to waive this condition. 
The age limit varies between 17

Of course, West's play of the king 
of diamonds, made on the principle 
of “covering an honor with an 
honor,” was a bad error, With the 
cards in sight in dummy, it could 
not possibly gain. The object in 
covering am honor with an honor 
is to establish a possible lower 
stopper. 

Here West can see his second-best 
diamond is lower than the lowest 
in dummy. If East’ has four dia- 
monds, so he can stOp the seven, 
then declarer's queen is singleton 
and the cover is needless. If West 
does not have four diamonds, then 
the only hope is to duck, as South 
may have only two diamonds,

Later, hemorrhages and 
a sense of weight in the liver region 
reveals what the true trouble ia. 
The patient becomes emaciated, 
pale; and the tiny blood vessels in 
the surface of the face become dis- 
tended. There is also considerable 
distention the abdomen, and at 
times the skin may be jaundiced. 
Another type of cirrhosis affects 
most commonly those between the 
ages of 20 and 30 and may affect 
several members of the same family. 
The type is caused by a general tox- 
emia and is less common than the 
alcoholic type. However the prin- 
ciples of treatment are the same in 
each type. Temperance in the 
choice of food, which should be light 
and free from fats or excess starches 
and sugars. Absolute abstinence 
from alcohol js essential and that in- 
cludes beer and liquors of all kinds.
